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Ansgar Hall was a populär social center and community hall at the intersection 
of West Mason Street and Broadway for the influx of Danish settlers. The building 
at 618 S. Broadway was razed in 1956. It was followed by the White Store, and the 
site is now used by the Brown County Health Department.
